HOW TO SEND MAIL 


TO MEN AT FRONT 


All mail to the American Expedi- 


tionary Forces in France is made 
up in this country to companies and 
other units, and under military regu- 
lations is delivered by the postal au- 
thorities in France to the regular 
military mail orderlies or their agent 
who, upon returning to the camps or 
stations of the troops, undertake the 
delivery of the mai! to the individuals 
to whom it is addressed, or. if they 
cannot deliver it. undertake to have 
it sent to such other unit to which the 
addressee may hare been transferred. 
Should the addressee not be known 
in the regiment his letters are re- 
turned to the postal authorities, who 
endeavor to locate him at the gen- 
eral military headquarters 
Should 


the addressee have been transferred 
to some other unit the mail orderlies 
are under instructions to readdress 
his lettej; to the proper unit. Every 
effort is being made by the American 
authorities in France to effect, as 
promptly as war conditions admit, 
the delivery of mail for the troops.

Registration of alien f^ma'es will 


take place at.the local i>o,<tof1icp from 
6 a. m. to S p. m. every day Irom June 
17 to 26. inclusive.. The rule govern- 
ing the place of registration states 
that in all cities of .">.000 and over 
the registration shall be at the police 
station, and in smaller cities and 
towns at the postoffice. 


Among those who must register 


are all females 14 years or over, born 
in Germany and who have not since 
become citizens of the United States. 
German women born in this country 
of German parents, unless they have 
taken an oath of allegiance to the Ger- 
man empire or Imperial German gov- 
ernment, or in some other way re- 
nounced citizenship, are American cit- 
izens and are not compelled to regis- 
ter. 


'women born in the United States 


or elsewhere who have married Ger- 
man alien enemies are German citi- 
zens and must register, unless the 
martial status has -been changed by 
death or absolute 
divorce. 
In this 


event, if they were at the time living 
in the United States and continued to 
live here the right of citizenship au- 
tomatically reverted to them. 
If in 


a foreign country, they should have 
reported to an American consul with- 
in one year from such termination, 
and having failed to do so. or subse- 
quently become naturalized on their 
return, they are aliens, and if German 
aliens, must register. 


Austro-Hungarians 
do not come 


within the scope of the order to regis- 
ter at this time. The system of reg- 
istering alien enemies is a thorough 
one. requiring photographs and finger 
[>rints and a complete Bertillon or- 
deal. 
Marriage of a German woman 


t<) an American citizen eliminates the 
obligation to register, unless in the 
case of a pledge or oath of allegiance 
to Germany, or the termination of the 
martial status by death or absolute 
divorce.

As feed contracts of long standing 


gradually expire, supervision of the 
feeding stuff industry toy the Food 
Administration becomes freed of de- 
tails which have thus far made the 
problem unusually complex. Fully to 
understand the present situation, a 
summary of events may be useful. 


When feed control was inaugurated 


last winter, standing contracts were 
respected, and mills permitted to dis- 
pose of goods oversold or goods on 
hand, at old prices. Normally, such 
feed would nave gone into general 
distribution within 30 to 60 days, but 
transportation and bad weather de- 
layed distribution and resulted in the 
disposal of much of the feed locally. 
The remainder has only lately reach- 
ed some of the points to which de- 
livery was due last winter. 


The .Regulations in Brief. 


Consequently, while farmers near 


mills have been securing their mill 
feeds at less than $2.00 per hundred 
pounds by calling at the mills and 
hauling it 'away, feed -buyers at a dis- 
tance have not received the benefit 
of the price limitations. Briefly, the 
bulk price of bran per ton at mills 
in car lots must not exceed 38 per 
cent of the cost to the mill of one 
ton of wheat at the mill. 


Differentials have been established 


for other mill feeds based on 
the 


maximum price of bran, which as 
just pointed out, is go\ erned by the 
wheat 
price. 
Shorts 
or 
standard 


middlings must not exceed the bran 
price by more than $2.00 per ton, 
mixed feeds by more than $4.00 per 
ton, flour middlings toy more than 
$9.Oft per ton and red dog by more 
than $15.00 per ton. 


Brokers in wheat mill-feed are lim- 


ited to a charge of twenty-five cents 
per ton; commission agents (making 
sale delivery and collection) are not 
to charge more than fifty cents per 
ton commission; and wholesalers or 
jobbers are limited to reasonable ad- 
vances over the average bulk price 
at mill (plus brokerage, commission 
or inspection fee actually paid.) 
Demand For M^ll Feeds Exceeds Sup- 


ply. 


The trade has shown a spirit of 


hearty cooperation, and the number 
of revoked licenses and other penal- 
ties is considered small in propor- 
tion to the size of the feed industry. 
On the basis of actual nutritive value, 
however, prices of mill feeds now 
sold under Food Administration price 
regulations compare favorably with 
other by-product feeds—in fact, so 
favorably that present demands for 
mill feeds greatly exceed the supply. 
This occurrence may be expected when 
the price of a commodity is limited 
by factors other than those actually 
resulting from the law of supply and 
demand. 


tnder the restricted price sched- 


ule, 
the public would like to buy 


more mill feed than actually exists 
in the country and for the remainder 
of this season at least, the Food Ad- 
ministration suggests a larger use of 
other 
by-product feeds. Those at 


present in greatest 
abundance, are 


hominy feeds, gluten feeds, and oil 
meal. 


Poultry Feed Suggestion. 


In the case of poultry feeds which 


are made largely from coarse grains, 
perhaps the most satisfactory means 
of lowering the costs is to reduce the 
amount of scratching grains and in- 
crease the use of dry mash. By-prod- 
ucts of the crirse grains are less 
expensive than '.he grains themselves, 
and 
experienced 
poultrymen have 


been able to secure excellent results 
both in eggs and meat by the more 
general use of mash feeds. 
These 


may be mixed to secure any desired 
balance of nutritive ingredients and 
may include meat and fish scrap. The 
U. S. Department of Agriculture and 
various 
experiment 
stations 
have 


worked out suitable formulas for the 
guidance of poultrymen desiring to 
secure best results from their feeding 
investment. 


Under present regulations, dealers 


may not have more than 60 days sup- 
ply of mill feeds on hand. "While the 
storage of feed on farms 
in 
hot 


weather is discouraged because of 
danger of spoilage, farmers may wise- 
ly secure late this fall a liberal pro- 
portion of their winter requirements, 
especially of coarse feeds and by- 
products. 


The purpose of control is to pre- 


vent speculation and hoarding, to sta- 
bilize prices, and to secure distribu- 
tion through the most direct chan- 
nels. Prices of feed cannot be fore- 
cast, but they will more closely than 
in the past conform to the prices of 
the producs from which they are de- 
rived. Actual selection of feeds must 
in the future as always, be largely a 
matter of individual choice and in- 
telligence in buying. 


The new potato campaign in Flor- 


ida is not going to be limited to a 
mere week of using potatoes. 


The Federal Food 
Administrator, 


Braxton Beacham, has issued a bullet- 
in to each of his County Food Ad- 
ministrators telling them 
to 
carry 


on a campaign of "Buy Florida Pota- 
toes." 
This campaign not only in- 


cludes the consumers, tout touches 
the wholesaler and jobber and retail- 
er and peddler, all of whom ar» ex- 
pected to cooperate to the fullest 
extent in making a home market for 
home grown potatoes. The situation 
in Florida is just this: Last year a 
tremendous crop of potatoes 
was 


planted, estimated at nineteen thou- 
sand acres. This year the estimates 
showed thirty-two thousand acres in 
potatoes. The increase in the Flor- 
ida acreage was no doubt due to a 
great extent to the agitation for great- 
er crops and the planters responded 
notably to the appeal. Nevertheless 
much of the 
increase undoubtedly 


came about through the exceptionally 
'high prices obtained 
for 
potatoes 


last year. Twelve thousand acres in 
the famous Hastings 
district 
were 


reported as having brought Four Mil- 
lion Dollars. Quite naturally such re- 
ports tended to draw many planters 
to the potato lands There has always 
been a speculathe feature attached 
to farming enterprises, and no mat- 
ter how great the patriotic effort of 
the planters may have been, there 
must have been some speculative an- 
ticipation in their work. 


It is not fair to blame the govern- 


ment for this greatly increased acre- 
age of potatoes, and the unfortunate 
drop in prices. It is true that great- 
er crops were urged, and it is nota- 
bly true that the urgent request of 
the government was obeyed in nearly 
every state in the Union. In the north- 
west, or in other sections where po- 
tatoes are grown, the farmers plant- 
ed and harvested tremendous crops, 
these being held over with the idea 
of preserving them as long as possi 
b!e, and the fact that many potatoes 
were held for market due to lack oi 
transportation, combine to cause a 
slump in the market when the pota- 
to crop of Florida was ready to move. 


Mr. Beachani has pointed out thai 


we should create markets at home 
for what we raise, and this is a logi- 
cal conclusion, and all efforts along 
that line will not only assist in re 
heving transportation, which is so 
greatly needed for war 
industries 


•but it will teach the people of Flor 
ida, 
if practiced, that they need not 


go outside their own state 
to find 


markets for their staple crops.

Prices Of Substitutes 
ExpectedToComeDowo 


The Food Administration has to 


day sent out through all State Ad 
ministrators a warning to corn, bar 
ley and oats millers and to whole 
sale and retail dealers in the prod 
ucts that at the present prices of 
these grains cornmeal and oatmea 
should be selling at least twenty per 
cent below the price of wheat flour 
and that corn flour and barley flour 
should be selling at least ten per 
cent below wheat flour. 


The high levels ruling in grains as 


a result of car shortages and storm 
weather last winter have now fallen 
materially with greater freedom o: 
transportation and the stocks accumu 
lated by manufacturers and traders 
at the prices ruling them should have 
been generally liquidated by this 
time. 
The maintenance of higher 


price levels by millers and whole 
salers will require justification to 
the State and 
local Administrators 


and although retailers are not under 
control wholesolers will be instructed 
/o cease dealing with retailers who 
cannot justify their prices on the ha 
sis of the cost of their goods.
